3, As to the “Loan on Toronto City 

Bonds, $216,388 38.” This loan as appears 
hy the papers laid before Parliamentin April 
186 (more than f year ago) was made put 
of the unemployed balances arising ont of 
the 5 per cent new loan at the recommendca- 
tion of the ‘financial Agent upon sterling 
Bonds of the City of Toronto, at 80 per cent, 
of the value. It bore 5 per cent interest ; 
the security was undoubted; and it was con- 
sidered by Mr, Galt a good temporary invest- 
tent, an opinion in which Parliament cer- 
tainly coincided last year, when it was subs 
mitted to them. Mr, Galt, in We late de- 
bate, stated that this loan had been direoted 
to bé called fn, that $132,568 had already 
been paid back, and that failing the prompt 
pareiaas of the remainder, the Agents in 
onion had been instructed to realize the 
Toronto City Bonds, which being held at 20 
per cent disconnt, and always hitherto sale- 
able at par, lie had no doubt would immedi- 
ately replace the outstanding balance at 
$183,765 83; ‘that sthe Government bad 
nothing todo with the Grand Trunk in the 
transaction, had never liad any negotiation 
with the Company about it, and were per- 
feotly satistied with the security they held, 

4. As to tho “Loan on Preference Basds 
Grand Trank Kailroad, $172,830 67." Lo re- 
qord to this the facts wre plain, At the 
period when the Prinea of Wales lad just 
sailed from England on his late visit to 
Canada, on the invitation of the Leglwdature, 
expressly given on tho occasion of opening 
the Victoria Bridge, Mr. Galt being in Lon- 
don, was applied to by the Grand Trunk 
there, in view of the prostration of tholr 
predit, from the nen payment of intwrest on 
their Bonds, and from an apprehension that 
the complete insolvency of the Company 
would take place before the Drinee’s visit 
could be terminated, | 1t was represented 
that a anm of £40,000 to £50,000 would 
meet the pat prossing claims, and that the 
company might otill be able by a little do- 
Jay to postpone, and possibly to avert tho 
misfortunes that have since overtaken thom. 
Under those circumstances the Board prossed 
Mr. Galt at onco to sanction a elaim they 
lind on the Govorninent for postal service, 
Amounting to about $200,000. This was re- 
fused; nud they then proposed in addition 
to the claim to lodge with the Agents of 
tho Province Preference Bonds for £42,500 
sterling, as security fora loan from unem- 
ployed funds then in London, for the amount 
required. To this proposition Mr, Galt ns- 
}, and under it the sum of $172,830.67 
was loaned by the London Agents, Of thin 
sum $118,144 89 was subsequently found 
to be notually duo to the company, apd con- 
soquontly appears in thp pecounta as repaid, 
Th real loan was thorofore only $55,685 78, 
while the seourity hold, even at the prosent 
selling price of Proference Bonds (say 70 
per cent.) Is worth $144,788 83, and the

A Facts for Farmers. | 


POTATOES ON GRASS LAND, 


My land is in Brower Me., i# a clayey 
loam, free from stones, 
stumps, though it has been but 12 years | 
s'nco it was covered with a heavy growth 
of pine and hemlock timber. 
| fore I want to plant my potatoes, I sproad 
a fair coat of manuro on a piece of grass 
| land that was mowed the year before, and 
after I have spread over as large a piece as 
will make one day's planting, (so as to keap 
the manuro'from drying up,) I commence 
At ono ond of the piece with a light sward 
| plough and a strong pair of oxen, and run 
a rather shallow furrow as straight as pos- 
sible, laying the furrow of course on the 
groen sward 60 that the grass surfaces will 
The seed is dropt about 8 
inches apart, on the grass land, right at 
the edge of the furrow that was turned up; 
then plough another back furrow, lapping 
it on the grass as before, so the two edges 
will meet tovether and cover the seed, and 
also tho width of two furrows that has not 
| been disturbed with the plough, that is, the 
two furrows are “ cut and cover,” as farmers 
call it, as is always the case when you ore 
| in the middle ofa “land” and turn with a 
or, anc so on for the whole piece; but 
jis furrow is a Jittle more difficult, for the 
lough must run back in, or at the edge of 
} this last track, but the plough can run a 
little deeper this third time, so as to giveit 
jhold enough of the earth to turn up this 
| third furrow and Jap ibon the grass, ready 
to drop another row of potatoes. 

The two narrow grass sutfaces are thus 
Inid together, with the manure between 
| them, and the potatoes are planted in the 
midst, where they bave a warm, moist nest, 
and will soon sprout up through the joint 
of the two furrows, and the roots will run 
out among the grass and manure, under 
each sod, and get all the benefit of the de- 
composing grass sward and dressing, 

The seed is not so liable to be drowned 
by heavy spring rains, for the water will 
settle in the ditches made by the plough, 
and the plants will stand.the drouth better,
